The Voi-vodehip Militery Command (Wojewodaka Komenda Wojskowa - 
WKW), located at 1 Szopma Street, Krakow, le directly sub- 
ordinate to the Fifth Department (Organization and Mobiliza- 
tion) of Military District No. 1 in Warsaw. In 1956 the 
Krakow command had a cwnplement of 33 men, including 25 
officers, three regular noncommissioned officers, and five 
civilian employees. Three nonconanissioned officers and 30 
privates of the KBW (Internal Security Corps) were also attached 
to the c<Mnmand on a 2U**hour basis* 
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2. The eonnand is responsible for the regional military eonnands 25X1 

(UKR) vithin its Jurisdiction, maintaining records for reserTS 

officers and engineering experts, the assignment of recruits 

to units in accordanco with the orders of the Military District 

Command, and the Eoqpervision of defense plants. 

3. The T/o of the command includes the following: 

a. The commanding officer, a lieutenant colonel 

b. An operations officer (sastspca dla spra linjowych), a 
major, >dio is in charge of the intelligence officer, a 
second lieutenant, and a special section, consisting of 
one captain and two lieutenants, idilch deals with the 
supervision of the KBW and liDP (Frontier Forces ) units, 
as well as defense plants, in the rolvodshlp. 

c. A depu-ty commander for political affairs, a major, \Aio 
supervises both Party and ZMP (Union of Polish Youth) .

An infantry battalion for guard duties is also located in the 
town. 

12. A WOP training center for persoimel and dogs is located on 
Wojeodska Street > idiich is behind Rondo Square) at the end 
of Mogilska Street, Krakow. Officially known as the WOP 
Mili tary Ikiit, its secret name is the Central WOP Training 
Installation (Centralny Osrodek Szkolenia WOP) . 

13. A KBW brigade is stationed in the Biglany Przegorzaby quarter 
of Krakow, idiich is also the location of ration stores. 

lit. A small training area (poligon), idiich is used principally by 
signal units* is located about five kilometers south of Krakow, 
in the ^tfslovice suburb. 

15. In 1955 work was launched on a radar Installation (osrodek 
radarowy) in the Moglla suburb of Krakow, near the entrance 
to Nowa Huta. Access to the site is based tqxin possession of 
a special pass. 

16. A Katyusha-16 rocket launcher unit is stationed in the Bronowice- 
Azory section of Krakow. Only politically reliable officers 
with the rank of lleutoiant and above serve in this unit, 

»*ich is directly subordinate to the Warsaw Military District 
Command.

17* A training area for land forces Is located about 30 kilometers 
northeast of Debka (sic) and lU kilometers southvest of Mielec 
(N 50-17> E 21-25). Three or four divisions, normally includ- 
ing the 6th, 9th and 12th, are trained there between Hay and

September* 

18. Bnergency weapons and ammunition stores are located underground 
in Sosnoidca, about 18 kilometers east of Mielec. The area, 

12 to 15 square kilometers in extent, is restricted to mili- 
tary personnel, Soviet tracked vehicles designated 22 (?) 
and la (?)-13, as well as Czech vehicles, are stored there* 

The area above ground is forested, and is used for milltaiy 
tralnlng* 

19* A summer training area for the aforementioned lUth, l6th and 
l8th Infantry Regiments is located eight kilometers east of 
Krosno and 18 kilometers northwest of Sanok* 

20. A training area for infantry and armored units, including the 
independent components of the 6th and 12jth Divisions and sniper 
units, is located in a wooded area about two kilometers east 

of Sandomlerz (N 50-ltl, E 21-lt5).

22. TWo adjacent/areas In lAq>kov Stary and Lupkow Nowy, the last 
towns before the Soviet border, are used only during the winter 
for joint maneuvers of troops not under the authority of UKftf 
Krakow. Stores for the troops, mostly for bridging equipment^ 

are located along the railroad track in Komancsa (N U9''20, E 22-OU), 
while arraoired railroad cars are stored in a nearby wooded area. 

Ihe stores are camouflaged as residences. 

Conscription Procedures 

23. Polish youths twenty years of ago are registered and undergo 
medical examinations in Mareh-i^ril or October-November of each 
year, and aare called iflp within six months to a year. However, 
draftees for the navy, KW and WOP are also registered in March- 
Aprll, but are assigned immediately. Recruits are notified 
about 'vdiere to report about three weeks in advance. Ihe draft 
book of regular draftees is withdrawn >rtien they report to their 
tmlts.

a. Field units: two years 

b. Air force: three years 

c. Navy: four years 

d. KBW and WOP: 27 months 

e. Labor and mine battalions: 18 months^

1. An armored brigade^ idilch Is stationed in the ^radnik Czerwony 
quarter and is equipped with T-3U and T-5U tanks. Tank repair 
shops are also on the site* 

2. A cattle faxm, idileh siqjplies meat to military units in the 
area, is located in the Piaskivlecki quarter next to the 
Woladuchacha quaz*ter, on the 3rt)ad to Siroszowice. 

3. Uheat and other supply stores for the army are located on 
Romanowieza Street, near Dabrowskiego Street, Krakow. About 
30 one-story irarehouses are located there, most of idilch are 
made of bricks, irtille some are plastered. There is one three- 
story building for the storage of grain. A railroad spur 
leads to the warehouses. 

Ii. An Independent sniper battalion (samodzielny batalion strzelcow 
wyborouych) is stationed on Rakowlcka Street, near the arms and 
ammunition stores. (See Item No. 19 below.) 

5. Headquarters of the Qnsrtennaster Branch of Krakow volvodship, 
as well as its food stores. 

6. A school for police officers, near the Kopiec Krakusa hill. 

7. Mi li tary gas station, idilch have been located since about 
195U in the street previously named 29 Listopada (present 
name unknown). 

8. Headquarters of the 6th Division on Uarynsklego (formerly 
Gertrudy) Street. 

9. A KEN guards battalion on StradoBwka Street, >dilch occiqples 
the prewar building of the Corps Headquarters. 

10. An intelligence unit of the 6th Division, on Vh^oclawska Street. 

11. A military railroad station, a point of departure for training 
exercises. The station has undei^oimd stores, which are con- 
nected by a passage with a nearby military can^. 
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12, The 16 th Brigade vhich is stationed in bairacks on Wojskowa 
Street. (It was known as a reinforced brigade until a year 
ago, when its name was changed to parachute brigade.) A 
passage leads from these barracks to the aforementioned 
stores in the military railroad station. 

13. Voivodship Military Headquarters at 1 Szopdna Street. 

lU. An infantry guards battalion, idiich is stationed in barracks 
on Raj ska Street. 

15. IVansport Brigade 6321, idiich is stationed in about 20 barracks 
on Krupnica Street and A1 Mickiewlcza. 

16. Officers* quarters, consisting of about some UO buildings of 
15 apartments each, on Rydla Street. 

17. The broken line indicates a recently constructed connection 
between l8ego Stycania (formerly IJybickiego) Street, with 
Bronowicka Street. 

18. A KBM brigade, which is stationed in 15 one-story barracks 
in the Wola Justowska quarter. 

19. An arms and ammunition depot, on Rakowicka Street. 
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
